His case was before the state p a r­ 
don board this week but it refused to 
g ran t a pardon. 
Conviction of Townley and Gilbert 
In the Jackson county court nearly a 
year ago furnished one of the most 
sensational trials in the history of 
the state. 
W hen it came to the final arg u ­ 
ment Townley refused to permit his 
attorneys to argue the case for him 
and in his shirt sleeves he argued for 
hours one hot July night for perm is­ 
sion to argue his own case. 
He was 
denied permission, hut his argum ent 
for th© privilege, constituted as much 
of an argum ent for his case as if he 
had had permission from the court. 
The case probably will be carried 
to the United States suprem e court.
